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Death: He was Excommunicated by Pope Les, in the Year 


1521, Being ſummod'd'to appear bt fo the Diet of wur, 
he anſwered thoſe who wou!d have diſſwaded him from li. 
that he would go, tho? ws many Devild ſhauld cppoſe bim, 
as there were Tiles on the Houſes in ores, 1 And he did 
appear accordingly before the Emperor and Princes of the 
Empite, and mainrtajn'd his Doctrine with undaunted Cou- 
rage. Some { eccording to the  pratiiſe of the Council of 


Conſtance ) would have violated Luther ſafe Condnt,bur 


the Elettor Palatine oppoſed it: And being preſcribed, the 
Empire on the 8th of May, the Elector of Saxony received 
him and kept him lo privarely in the Caſtle of Wurtszburg 


that his Enemies could no: find him. This Storm blowing 


over, he diſputed concerning Images, and the prefence of 
Chriſt in the Sactament, and King Henry the VILIth of 
England wrote againſt him. Several Monks having read the 
Works of Lutber, became Convert: and foi ſook their Mona- 
ſteries 5 and by the helpot MelanRion, he publiſhed the 
New Teſtament in the Cerman Toogue, and ſoon after he 
himſelſ made publick the whole Bible in the ſame Language; 
and putting out a Book concerning the Duty and Dignicy 
of the Civil Magiſtrate, he pleaſed the Elector extreamly.” 
He Married Catherine à Boren of Noble Deſcent, and died 
at Iſleben in the Year 1546. His very Enemies confeſs him 
to be a Magranimous Man, and he had Courage to oppoſe 
the whole World in defence of the true Oxthodox Faith of 
Chriſt; His fullowers ( tho“ much againſt his Will) called 
themielves Luthetans. which Name they reiain to this 
Day, notwithſtanding they differ from him in ſeyeral Polnts. 
This may be truly ſnid «4 him, that he was good at every 
thing, and the wor der cf all Mankind ; whatever he ſpoke 
or wiote, did penetrate the Heart, and left adeep Impreſſion 
— the mind, He died in 2 good old Age, having Lired 63 
ears.
